'DRASWUCH as by the Laws of this 
Kingdom, the Kings and Muerns of Eng- 
land are by Undoubted Right, Kings and 

Queens of this Realm, and ought to Enjoy the 
Title, Majeſty, Power, and Authozity of Kings 
and Qucens of the lame: Pet nevertheleſs , 
Richard late Earl of Iyrconnel, fozmerly Toꝛd 
Deputy, and Chief Governour of this Kingdom, 
by Uertue of a Commilſion from the late King 
James, Donogh late Earl of Clancarty, William 
late Earl of Limerick, Ulick late Loꝛd Uiſcount 
Gallway, Peirce late £02d Uiſcount Galinoy, Str 
Valentine Browne, Garrott Dillon, Eſquire, late 
Prime Derjeant to the late King James, Dir 
Richard Nagle, late Attoznep⸗General to the ſaid 
King james, and Diverſe other Wicked and Jll⸗ 
diſpoſed Papiſts, contrary to their Altegiance 
and Duty, did utterly Refnſe to Submit to 
Pour Majelty s Gevernment. He the ſaid late 
Earl of Iyrconnel, after Pour Majeſtys Happy 
Acceſiion to the Imperial Crown of england, 
continuing to aft as Lo!d Deputy, and Chiet 
Governour of this Kingdom, in Derrogation to 
Pour Majeſtys Royal Authonty, and in Op⸗

oſition thereunto; and with the Advice and 
Aſliſtance of them the laid Yonogl: late Earl of 
Clancarty, William late Earl of Limerick, Ulick 
late Tord Uiſcount Gallway, Pierce {ate Z62d 
Uiſcount Galmoy, Sir Valentine Browne, Garrott 
Dillon, Eſquire, Sir Kichard Nagle, and others. 
as afo:eſaid, Raiſing Foces to Oppoſe Pour 
Majeſty and Pour Government; and they with 
many other ir:i!h Papiſts, who were in Arms, 
utterly refuſed to accept of the Gꝛace, and Favour, 
extended to them, by Pour Majeſty's Nopal P:9- 
clamation, bearing Date the Two and twentieth 
day of February, in the Firlt Year of the Beign 
of Pour Majelty, and Pour Nopal Conſozr, the 
late Qucn of bleſſed Wemozy ; but on the con⸗ 
trary, Countenanced and Encouraged the late 
King James, to Summons ſeveral of the Inha⸗ 
bitants of this Kingdom, to Mert and Ailemvle 
in this Pour Majeſty's City of Dublin, as a 
Parliament; and they with others, made [c veral 
pꝛetended Acts and Oꝛdinances, wh ch they Term⸗ 
ed Acts of Parliament, under the Authonty of 
the late King James, in the £2onth of May, One 
thouſand Sir hund:ed Eighty ine; and there- 
by Attainted many Lhouſands of His Majeſty s 
good P:oteſtant Subjects of this Bingdom ct 
High⸗Treaſon, fo: Adhering to Your Majeſtp, 
and Her late Majeſty ; and ſeveral other pꝛetend⸗ 
ed Acts and W2dinaices, in Derogation to Pour 
Majeſty's Undoubted Right; and Encouraged 
many of Pour Majeſty's Subjects, to Riſe in 
Arms, and Levy War againſt Pour Majeſty ; 
bought into this Kingdom, great numbers of 
the French King s Subjects, Pour Majeſty's open 
Enemies, to their Alliſtance; Murthered and 


Deſtroyed ſeveral Thouſands of Your Majeſty s 
good 
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good Pꝛoteſtant Subjects of this Kingdoin, fo: 
no other reaſon but fo2 their being of the Pꝛo⸗ 
teſtant Religion, and adhering to Your Majeſty, 
and Her late Majeſty, Pour Nopal Conloꝛt. 
and Encouraged an unnatural Rebellion through- 
out this Kingdom, which by the goodneſs of 
Almighty Sod by the Great Expence of the 
Lrieaſure of England, and the Blood of England, 
and th's Kingboin, aud the Extrem Hazard of 
Pour Wajeitics Sacred Perſon, is reduced to 
Pour Majeſty's Obedience, and this Pour King⸗ 
dom ſettled in perfect Peace, notwithſtanding 
which many of Pour Majeftics Irin Papiſt 
Subjects, have Engaged with Your Majeſties 
Enemies, and ſeveral Thoulands of them are 
ackuallp in the French Kings Service, againſt 
Pour Majeſty. May it pleaſe Pour Majeſty 
that it map be Enacted. 

And be it Enanged by the Kings Moſt Ex- 
cellent Majeſty, by and With the advice and con⸗ 
ſent of the Tolds Spiritual and Tempoꝛal and 
Commons in th's prelent Parliament Afſem- 
bled, and by Authouty of the ſame, that all and 
every the Convictions, Outlawries, and At- 
tainders in this Kingdom, of any Perſon 02 
Perſons Whatſoever, fo? High Treaſon, oz Re- 
bellion by him 02 them Cominitted, 02 done not 
Reverſed 02 Pardoned, befoze the Twenty Sea- 
venth Day of July, One Thouſand Sir Hund:ed 
Ninety Deaven, other then the Convictions, Dut- 
lawries, and Attainders of Perſons already 
adjudged, to be Comprehended within the Ar- 
ticles of Limerick oz Gallway, oz either of them, 
who have not yet Reverſed their DPutlawries, 
and Attainders, and _— then the Outlaw- 


ries 
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ries, and Attainders of ſuch, who within the 
ſpace of Two Pears, to be accounted from the 
Firſt Day of September, One Thouſand Si 
Pundzed Ninety Deaven, (ſhall be Adjudged to 
be Compꝛehended, within the {aid Articles, o: 
any of them, ſhall be, and remain ſufficient and 
effecrual in Law foz ever, to all intents, con- 
ſtructions and purpoſes, any Erroꝛ inſuffici- 
ency, oꝛ other defect in koꝛm. oꝛ matter in them, 
02 any of them, to the contrary notwithſtand- 
ing, and that no Judgment upon any Writ 
of Erroꝛ, oꝛ Plea, no: any Parden from His Ma⸗ 
jeſty, His Heirs o2 Succecſſozs, ſhall anywiſe 
operate to the pꝛejudice, 02 to the invalidating 
of ſuch Conviction. Outlawry, and Attainders, 
Except ſuch as are herein befoze Excepted, any 
Law, Uſage, oz Cuſtom to the contrary, not- 
withſtanding. 

And be it further Enacted by the Au⸗ 
tho:ity afozcſaid, That all and every Pa- 
pilt and Papiſts, o2 reputed Papiſt o2 Papiſts, 
that have ben Guilty of the ſaid Rebellion 
in this Kingdom againſt His Majeſty, and 
Her late Majeſty, the Quen, and who by any 
Inquiſition already taken, by the Oaths of 
Twelve god and lawful Men, and Return- 
ed, oz that ſhall be taken by the Oaths of 
Twelve god and lawful Men, and returned 
within the ſpace of Two Pears, from the Firſt 
Day of September, One thouſand Sir hun- 
dꝛed Ninety Seaven, hath, Have, o2 ſhall be 
found to have Dyed, oz been Slain, in their 
ſaid Actual Rebellion, befo:e the Third Day 
of October, One thouſand Sir hundzed Ninety 
One, ſhall by Authozity of this Ac, be Con- 


victed, and Attainted of High-Lreaſon, and ſhall 
incur 
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incur the Penalties and Foꝛfeitures that ZTray- 
toꝛs Attainted by the O:dinary Courſe of Þ:n=- 
cfdings, in Caſes of High⸗Treaſon, by the Laws 
of this Realm, now in Being, ought to ſuk⸗ 
fer and undergo. 

And be it further Declared and Enacted, 
That Whereſoever any ſuth Papiſt oꝛ Papiſts, 
heretofoze Have ben found to have been Slain, 
o: to Have Died in the ſaid Rebellion, againſt 
His Majeſty, and Her late Majeſty, the Queen, 
befoze the Third Day of October, One thou- 
ſand Sir hundꝛed and Ninety one, by Inquiſition 
taken upon the Oaths of Twelve, o2 moꝛe good 
and lawful Men of the County, where ſuch 
Papiſt, oz Papiſts have commtied ſuch RKe⸗ 
bellion and Ereaſon ; that the ſaid Papift, oꝛ Ya- 
piſts, oꝛ reputed Papiſt, oꝛ Pa piſts, ſo found to have 
bern Dlain, oz to have Died in Rebellion againſt 
His Majeſty, and Her late Majeſty, the Mueen, 
hall at all times Hereafter be adjudged and 
Demed, and is, and are hereby Declared fo be 
Traptoꝛs Attainted, to all intents and pur⸗ 
poſes ; and to have incurred all ſuch Penalties 
and Fozfeitures of Eitate Beat and Perſonal, 
from the Time he oz they ſhall by ſuch In⸗ 
quilition be kound to have committed. oz been 
guilty of the ſaid Rebellion and Lreaſon, as if 
he oz: they had been Attainted of any ſuch 
Rebellion and Lreaſon, by Judgment upon Uer- 
dict, 02 Outlawry. 

Provided always, That nothing in this Act 
contained, as fo!, and concerning the Foꝛ⸗ 
teiture of ſuch Papiſt o: Papiſts, o2 reputed 
Papilt, o2 Papiſts, That Died, oz Were Slain 
in Actual Rebellion, bekoze the Third day of 
October, One thouſand Sir hundꝛed and Nine-

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fy one, ſhall ertend, o2 be Conſtrued fo extent 
to the Pꝛejudice of any perſon o2 perſons bs - 
ing of the P2oteſtant Religion, oz profeſſtiiq © 
be of the Pꝛoteſtant Religion, the Tenth day 
of April, in the Pear of Our Lo:d God, One 
thouſand Sir hund:ed and Eighty j*ine who 
hath continued ſo from that time hitherto, or 
till the time of his oz their Death, claming, oz 
deriving any Titles ok Honour, by immediate 
Diſcent from {uch Papiſt, oz Papiſts, as afoze- 
ſaid, oz: who Have, oz had any Eſtates, Reai, 
o Perſonal, by Diſcent, o: Purchaſe, Bona 
fide, made, 02 who have any Veal Incum⸗ 
brances on ſuch Papiſt, oz Papiſts Eſtates, fo? 
Ualuable Conſiderations, from, oꝛ by ſuch Pa- 
piſt, o2 Papiſts, as afozeſaid Dead, oz Slain, 
in Rebellion ; oz from his, oz: their Heirs, Ex- 
ecutozs, Admimſirato?s, o2 Afiigns, at any 
time fince the Treaſon committed and done, and 
befoze the Sixth day of June, in the Pear of Our 
Lo2d God, One thouſand Sir hundꝛed and Nine- 
ty Seaven; but that ſuch perſon oz perſons, be- 
ing of the Pꝛoteſtant Religion, in manner as 
afoꝛeſaid, ſhall, and may have, hold, and enjoy all & 
every his and their Title and Titles of Honour 
come to them, reſpeſtively, by the Death of ſuch Pa⸗ 
piſt, 02 Papiſts, as afoꝛelaid, Dead, o2 Billed in the 
ſaid Rebellion; as alſo all and cvery the Rights, 
Titles, and Intereſts by Diſcent, Purchaſe, 
o2 Real Jncumbrance, from, oz by luch Pa- 
piſt, oꝛ Papiſts, oz reputed Papiſt, o: Papiſts 
ſo Dead, oz Killed in Rebellion, o: from his 
and their Heirs. Erecuto:s, Adminiſtratots, 
and Aſligns, 02 any of them. at any time ſince 
the ſaid Rebellion committed and done, and be⸗ 
koꝛe the Sirth day of June, akoꝛeſaſd any thing 
itn 
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in this Act to the contrary notwithſtanding. 
And be it further Declared and Enacted by 
the Authozity afo:eſaid, That it ſhall, and may 
be Lawful, to, and fo2 the Zo:d Chancelloꝛ, Lozd 
Keeper, o: Comm ſſioners of the G:eat Seal of 
this Kingdom, fo2 the time being, at any time 
within Two years, to be Accounted from the 
Firſt Day of September, One thouland Sir hun⸗ 
died and Ninety leaven, to Illue one 02 mo2e 
Commiſſion oz Commiſſions, into all, oꝛ any of 
the Counties of this Kingdom, to be Directed to 
the Eſcheato! o2 Eſcheatozs, of ſuch County 02 
Counties, 02 to His, oz their Deputy, 02 Depu⸗ 
ties, Tawkully Authozized; : to ſuch other 
Good and Zawful Wen, as it ſhall ſmm meet 
to Appoint Commiſſioners; Whereof one of the 
Judges of the King s-Beuch, oz Common⸗Pleas, 
92 one of the Barons ok His Majeſty's Court 
of Exchequer, halt be always one; to Enquire 
by the Paths of Twelve, o: moe God and 
Lavwful men of the ſaid County, oꝛ Counties, 
what perlon oz perſons of the Popiſh Religi- 
on have Dyev, 02 were @Dlain in the ſaid Re- 
bellion againſt His Majeſty, and Her late Maje- 
ſty the Quern, befoze the ſaid Third Day of 
October, One thouſand Sir hundzed and Ninety 
one; and What Eſtate oz Eſtates, Real o2 Per- 
ſonal, ſuch perſon o2 perſons of the Popiſh Re- 
ligion, as atozeſaid, fo Dping, 22 ſo Killed, was, 
oz were Seized, 02 Poſlefſed of, in Uſe, Truſt, 
Poſſeſſion, Keverlion, oz Remainder, in ſuch 
County where ſuch Enquiry {Hail be made, and 
ſuch Commiſſion Executed at the time of the 
Committal of ſuch Rebellion, o: Zreaſon. oꝛ at 
any time after the ſame. In every of which 
Commiſſions, there ſhall be a Clauſe Pnſerted, 
C Requiring 
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Requiring the laid Commiſſioners to give pub⸗ 
lick Notice in the Chief Town of each Ccunty, 
of the time and place appointed fo2 the Erecu- 
tion of ſuch Commiſſion, Twenty Days at leaf, 
before the ſame ſhall be Executed. 

Provided always, That it ſhall, and may be 
Lawful, to, and for any perſon or perſons 
Claiming as Heir General, or as Heir, or Illue⸗ 
Tail, or as Executor, Admin:acor, or Alliguee. 
to whom reſpectively the Title, or Titles of 
Honour, or the Eſtate Real or Perſonal, of 
the perſon lo found to have Dped, or to have beer 
Killed in Kebellion, could have come, but for the 
Inquiſition akozeſald, found, o2 to be found ; 
and to, and foz any other perſon oz perſous, 
Bodies ⸗politick, oz Coꝛpoꝛate, who ſail be U- 
grieved by ſuch Inquiſition, to put in his oz 
their Traverſe, o: Traverles, denping that ſuch 
perſon oz perſons Dyed; or was, or Were Slain 
in Rebellion, or to put in any other, his, or 
their Traverſe or Zraverics, to any matter or 
thing contained in ſuch Inquisition, within one 
year next after the ſaid Fut Day of December, 
One thouſand Sir hundred and Ninety leaven. 
or Within one pear nert afier the Returning 
and Filing of Vecord of ſuch Inquiſition, as 
aforeſaid, at the Election of the perſon Agrieved ; 
and if the Traverſe \2 to be E::rred and Taken. 
ſhall be Tryed, and the Jury chat ſhall Try 
the ſame, ſhall find contrary to the ſaid Pnqu:- 
ſition, then and in ſuch Caſe, ſuch Pnquiſitior: 
ſhall become Uoid, and of none Effect in Law ; 
and the ſaid Traverler and Traverlers, hal! 
enjoy ſuch his, or their Title or Titles of 0. 
nour, and be reſtored and put into Polleſſſon of 
ſuch Eſtate, Real or Perſonal, as would to hun,

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oz them Have delcended, remained o: come vy 
courſe of Taw, in the lame Manner, as if ns 
ſuch Inquiſition had ben found, any thing here 
in contained to the contrary notwichſtanding. 

And if Uerdict hall be given againſt the 
Traverſer, upon any Plea of Lraverſe, as 
afoꝛeſu d o2 if Judgment ſhall paſs againſt ſuch 
Lraverſer, foꝛ $aoſulliciency of ſuch his Traverle, 
02 if he ſhall fail ca proced to try the ſaid 
Iſſue of Lraverle, within one Pear next after 
ſuch Traverle (hajt be Filed, the ſaid Inqui⸗ 
lition and Finding, ſhall at all times here⸗ 
after, tand, be, and remain firm, and valid, 
and be no Way Impeached, aunulled, o2 let 
aſide, any Zaw, Cuſtom oz Statute to the 
contrary, notwithſtanding. 

Daving and Ercepting Hereout, Women Co- 
vert de Baron, perfons Within the Age of Twenty 
one Pears, perſons in Pziſons, perſons out of 
this Kealm, ellewhere then in the Dominions of 
the French King in © urope; aud alſo all perſons 
of Non {ane Memoꝛp, all, and üngular Which 
ſa:d perſons, by the Authontp afo:cſaid. ſhall 
have their, and every of their Right and Ti⸗ 
tle reſerved and ſaved to them, and their 
Heirs, Erecutozs, and Adminiſtrators reſpe- 
ctinely, unto the time that they be and come 
of their fuil Age of One and twenty Pears, 
out of Y2ziton Within this Kand, Uncovert, 
and of Wholc Mind. | 

And the ſame Traverſe, oꝛ Traverſers may 
take, and purſue within One Pear after their 
coming of full Age, of Twenty one Pears, out

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And alſo, be it Enacted by the Authoꝛitp a- 
fozeſard, That all ſuch perſons as be Covert 
de Baron, and every perſon Within the Age 
of Twenty one Pears, in Pziſon, oz out of this 
Land, oz of Non ſane Pemo:y, at the time of 
taking of the ſaid Pnquiſition, and by this 
Act, as afo2eſaid, excepted, that they, 62: their 
zeirs, Erecuto!s, Adminiſtratozs, o: Alligns, 
accozding to their reſpective Rights and Jn⸗ 
tereſt, may take his 02 their Traverſe, oz Tra⸗ 
verſes within One Pear next after they reſpe- 
tively come and be of the Age of Twenty one 
Pears, ont of Pzifon, Uncovert, within this 
Land, and of Sane Mind.

Aſſigns, according to their reſpective Rights, 
and Jntereſts, are, and ſhali be concluded by 
the ſaid Jnquiſition and Finding, any thing in 
this Act to the contrary notwithſtanding. And 
fo: the preſervation of the Peace and Quiet of 
this Kingdom,

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hund:ed and Minety leaven, voluntarily come. 
or return from France, or any of the French 
Kings Dominions, in Europe, into this King- 
dom, Without His Majeſtys, Bis Þeirs, oꝛ Suc⸗ 
cefſors, Licence, or Leave, under the Great Seal 
of this Kingdom, and that aiſ9, Subject to 
the Keltrictiois and Zimnitatiois herein after 
mentioned and crp:eficy, for that purpoſe, had 
and obtained, and be therect Convicted by due 
courſe of Law: Every perlon ſo Offending, ſhall 
be Taken, Deemed, and Avjudged to be Guilty 
of High⸗Trealon, and Hall ſuiter ſuch Penalties, 
as in Caſes of High-Lreaſon, and ſhall, and 
may be FJndicted, and Tryed fo: the ſame, in 
ſuch County of this Nealm, as His Majeſty, His 
Heirs and Succcſlo:s, by His, o2 Their Com⸗ 
miſſion, under the Gzeat Seal of this Kingdom 
ſhall appoint. 

And be it further Enacted and Declared,
